saddened by the sudden, death of 
Charles Edwin Paige at his residence 
on Ben Lomond avenue, Thursday 
evening, July 22nd. Mr. Paige,.al- 
though not robust, was in his usual 
health and had rested well, until 11 
o 'clock, when a doctor was summon- 
ed, who arrived a'few minutes be- 
fore death occurred at 11:45. 


Funeral services were -held- Mon- 


day, July 26th, at 2:30 o'clock, in 
the Holy Trinity church, of which 
the} deceased was a member. Every 
pe.w in the edifice wag occupied with 
friends and neighbors, business as- 
sociates and members of the Masonic 
order, the Covina Commandery and 
F. ft A. M. attending enmasso with 
nearly one hundred present. Beauti- 
ful floral pieces banked the chancel 
rail and cbvered the 'coffin. 
Music 


by the vested choir and a solo, "Cal- 
vary, '' sung by Mr. Ed Sprotte, pre- 
ceded the reading of the service by 
Bey. Alfred Fletcher,, former rector 
of Holy Trinity church, and an asso- 
ciate of deceased • in 
the 
Covina 


Commandery. Bev. M. L.. Kain, rec- 
tor, offered a touching eulogy on his 
life. 


Interment was at Oakdale, under 


the direction of Custer and Chris- 
tiansen, the 'commitment service be- 
ing by the Masonic order, with the 
Knights Templars as escort. 
The 


pallbearers were Messrs. George Sco- 
field and W. P. Nye, Covina; W. W, 


Nuzum, Alhambra; John Morgan, 
Baldwin Park; Will Fields, San Di- 
mas, and W. H. Collins, Charter Oak. 


Deceased, the son of Eliakim F. 


and Alice Maria Billings; Paige, was 
born in Barnard, Vermont, July. 26, 
1860, ^and on the day of his burial 
would have been sixty-six years old. 
In 1882 he married Alice Elvira 
Heath and moved to Rutland, "Ver- 
mont, where a son, 'Wendell, and 
two daughters, Mildred and Edith, 
were born, both of whom died in 
early childhood. In 1907 Mr. Paige 
came to Covina, purchasing the 
ranch on Ben Lomond avenue, where 
he recently, built a beautiful home. 
In 1910 he was united in /marriage 
to Edna G. Johnstone. Surviving 
is his widow, Mrs. Edna G. Paige, 
a son, Dr. Wendell H. Paige of 
Brownwood, Texas, and a step-daugh- 
ter, Mrs. John Bixby, Jr., of Covina. 


Mr. Paige was one of the foremost 


architects and builders of New Eng- 
land. 
In civic affairs he was a 


leader, serving his city as alderman 
and mayor. Coming to Covina he at 
once identified himself with the pro- 
gressive life of the San Gabriel val- 
ley, and his counsel and judgment 
were sought on many occasions. Mr. 
Paige has served as president of the 
board of trustees of the .Covina 
union high' ac'uool for the past five 
years. He was, at his death, presi- 
dent of the Covina Valley Fumigat- 
ing company, vice -president of the 
Charter Oak Citrus association, and 
a member of the San Dimas Fruit 
Exchange.

Secretary of the Interior Work on 


Monday approved the application of 
Los Angeles county flood control dis- 
trict for a reservoir site for its flood 
control dam at the forks in San Gab- 
riel canyon, subject to revocation by 
the federal power commission of its 
power-site withdrawal that is in con- 
flict with the proposed reservoir dis- 
trict. Simultaneously the secretary 
dismissed the protest of the city of 
Pasadena and others against the ap- 
proval of this application. 


In thus acting, however, the sec- 


retary finds that his department is 
without authority to grant a right 
of way for the construction of a 
railroad up the bed of San Gabriel 
r-anyon to the dam site, but holds 
that his inability to act is "without 
prejudice to the application of the 
district for a special use permit from 
the 'department of agriculture." 


Secretary Work's decision means 


that two.more steps must be taken 
before the flood control district can 
begin construction of its dam; first, 
the power commission must abandon 
ts power site withdrawal on the San 
labriel in so far as that withdrawal 
s in conflict with the Los Angeles 
eservoir site, and secondly, the sec- 
etary of agriculture must pass on 
he district's application for a spe- 
ial use permit, to enable it to build 
he construction railroad to the dam 
ite.

Work is the ..only member of the 
)ower commission now in Washing- 
on. 


OPPOSITION HELD ABSURD 
The decision of Secretary Work is 


>ased largely on a recommendation 
submitted by Land Commissioner 
Spry, which in itself is a serious ar- 
raingment of the re*":asentatives of 
Pasadena. Not only aid Pasadena; 
after getting thirty days delay in 
which to file a reply brief, break 
f aitlT with the department by fail- 
ing to confine, its brief to mattei 


of Pasadena, says the commissioner,

And the statement is not without its reasons.

"Pussy- 
foot" Johnson, that ardent "Carrie Nation" of later days, 
has admitted that he has imbibed liquor and otherwise 
broken the law in order to. catch others. Lobbying prac- 
tices of the drys often have been under fire in several 
states.

But the whole effort of the wets at this juncture of pro- 
hibition's history appears to be% smoke screen to prejudice 
the'rank and file "against the institution which the eigh- 
teenth amendment and the Volstead act have established 
in ihe national life.—Newport News.

The drys of the United States have been playing ball 


a good long time. For fifty years or more before national 
prohibition became a fact the people whose sympathies and 
ambitions were directed toward stamping out the traffic in 
intoxicating liquor battled to reach their goal. 


Finally, after two-thirds of both houses of congress ... 


approved the submission of the eighteenth amendment and 
three-fourths of the states had ratified it, the death blow 


: 
to John Barleycorn was struck so far as the law was con- 
cerned. 


"Whether prohibition is successful or unsiiccessful will 


never be decided by the dictum of witnesses in clouded 
testimony before congressional committees. Even a na- 


•*- tional referendum, being so mide a departure from accept- 


ed procedure, would not likely secure a fair consensus of 
opinion. But it is clear* that the wets feel their time has 
come to score after the drys have made so many home runs. 


Bill after bill has been introduced in congress, eman- 


ating from wet sources. None has gone through. AVitnesses 
have been called from high official circles of the Anti- 
Saloon league and the W. C. T. TL, and the end is not yet. 
"What the wets hope to gain, if anything, is the attention 
of the people to practices of the drys in supporting enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law and in sponsoring of dry legis- 
lation. They hope to "show up" the drys by producing

The commissioner then recalls that 


while Pasadena "disclaimed any ob- 
jection to the district's application 
for right of way for the Two Forks 
reservoir (and as a part of Los An- 
geles county had voted for the bond 
issue) it did file formal protest 
against allowance of the reservoir 
application. 


The commissioner flatly overrules 


the objection that the flood control 
district was without authority to ap- 
ply for a reservoir right of way, con- 
cluding that ''the objects and pur- 
poses for which the right of way was 
sought are such as to justify the ap- 
proval of the application." 
IGNORES OTHER OBJECTIONS 


As to other protests raised by 


Pasadena, the commissioner merely 
says: "As for the other objections 
raised by Pasadena's attorney, it is 
sufficient to state that this depart- 
ment is not authorized, 'nor will it 
withhold its approval of the applica- 
ion on account of these objections." 


The commissioner says ho has rec- 


mmended revocation of the power 
ite withdrawal and expects favor- 
ble action on his recommendation. 
As showing the general absurdity 
f Pasadena's claims that the build- 
ng of a dam at the Forks by the 
istrict might impair its rights, the 
ommissioner goes into some detail, 
aying:

"Tho reservoir sites covered by the 


applications filed by Pasadena, Whit- 
tier and'Long Beach are in physical 
conflict with one another. They are 
all founded upon applications filed 
with the division of water rights of 
California to appropriate flood waters 
from the San Gabriel river. Protests 
have been filed against the allowance 
of Pasadena's application .to appro- 
priate any of this water by practical- 
ly all of the water companies, numer- 
ous municipalities, owners of land, ir- 
rigators and other interests in the 
San Gabriel valley, who, at the same 
time support and urge approval of 
the -district's Two Fork's reservoir 
site. 


"It is conceded that the natural 


flow of the Sun Gabriel river already 
is appropriated, and that litigation 
requiring several years for final de- 
termination will undoubtedly follow 
any favorable award to the city of 
Pasadena of the San Gabriel waters 
by the division of water rights. At 
the best, therefore, Pasadena's claim 
to the water is problematical and 
considerable time must elapse before 
she .will be in a position to construct 
a dam in the San Gabriel canyon, 
if it all. 


"In 
this connection, it must be 


borne in mind that the water right 
is the principal thing and that rights 
of way for reservoirs, canals, etc., are 
granted only as the necessary moans 
whereTjy appropriated waters may be 
stored and conveyed to the place of 
use, and are deemed to be incidental 
or appurtenant to the waters, whose 
enjoyment they make possible. As the 
matter stands, none of the cities 
mentioned is in a position to utilize 
the reservoir for storage purposes, if 
its application was approved, for it 
goes without saying that neither 


Pasadena -nor anyone of the other' 
two city applicants would be justified 
in financing and constructing a dam 
under present conditions. 


','It is deemed proper, therefore, to 


recommend that action on these oth- 
er applications be suspended until 
ouch time as^the applicants, or any 
of them, can* present an approved 
water right. 
No hardship will, be 


done the applicants by this action, 
for whatever priorities they may 
have acquired by filing the applica- 
tions in question . will be preserved 
and, upon approval, their rights will 
relate back to the date'of filing to 
the exclusion of intervening adverse 
claims. 
Moreover, 
the statutory 


period for construction which . runs 
from the date of approval of the 
application 
will not be charged 


against them during this period of 
suspension.''
